A. In a Manulcript of Pomponius Leius found 
in the Vatican Library, there is a fhore Account of 
the Life of Ovid; in which it is faid of him, thar 
Auguftus had a Sufpicion, that he had an Intrigue 
with nis Neice fu/ia who was afterwards Barifhed 
(as Suetonius tells us) for her Scandalous I ewd 
Life; and that Corinna whom he fo often Cele- 
brares as his Mittrifs in his Epiftles was only a feign- 
ed Name for this Neice of Auguflu. Hence, as 
another Wrirer tells us, thole Epittles were Burnt 
afrer his Death for Treafonable Papers. The Suf- 
picion of thus Intrigue was the undoubted Caule of 
his Bamfhinent, tho’ the apparent or pretended 


Reaton why Auguftus was io Severe upon him | 


might be, as others report, his endeavoring to De. 
bauch the Age with his Lewd Wtirings. Some 
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affign another Realon for his Banishment, and 
ptecend, that he being by Accident privy to an In- 
trigue in Which Auguftus himtelf was concerned, 
was Banithed to prevent his reporting it. But 
granting tat he was fo, itis not in the leaft proba- 

ble that Banifiment cowd be the beft means of 
making him fuppreis a*Scandal, which he woud 
rather be thereby the more provoked to Divulge 
and Perpetuate by his Writings.
